Interesting Facts About Schools 
In the Philippines. 


Details Coming in Slowly and Fully 


Bear Out the Fears Earlier Enter­ 


tained— Believed Many Corpses Are 


In the Piles of Debris, Which in 


Many 
Instances Are 
Thirty Feet 


High and Cover Half an Acre. 


Bluefield, W. Va., June 25.—Details 
the fearful flood in the Pocahontas 
Sat top coal region are slowly drifting 
into this town, which is situated 25 
miles south of 
the 
scene of 
the 
wrecked homes, and fully bear out 
the fears early entertained as to the 
havoc wrought by the storm. 
Fifty 
dead bodies have been found. 
Thou­ 
sands of people are homeless and it is 
feared are without food, or at the best 
with only food enough to last at most 
several days. 
The work of establish­ 
ing railroad communication is being 
pushed with vigor. There Is little hope 
of Bending the sufferers succor until 
railroad connection is again renewed. 
Men are working clearing away the 
debris and recovering the bodies of 
the dead. 
The list of dead is being 
augmented hourly. 
The relief trains 
are running between this city and the 
stricken district and everything pos­ 
sible is being done to relieve the suf­ 
fering and destitution. 
Over IOO miles of track belonging to 
the various coal operations are prac­ 
tically a total loss. The rails are bent 
and twisted like wires. 
Even the 
heavy girders of the collapsed rail­ 
road bridges w'pre rendered useless. 
The force of the flood is better known 
when It is explained that by reason of 
a long fill and a low iron bridge some 
distance up the valley the flood was 
dammed and a 
Monster Body of W ater 
accumulated, probably as large a vol­ 
ume as was contained in the famous 
dam at Johnstown. 
When this ob­ 
struction gave way it let down a mon­ 
ster volume of w ater on the villages 
and mining camps below. 
The recovery of bodies in the past 
24 hours has not amounted to many. 
The reason assigned is 
that 
the 
corpses of the missing are hidden in 
mammoth piles of debris. 
Some of 
these piles are 30 feet high and cover 
In some Instances as much as a half 
acre of ground, and it is the work of 
days to search through them. 
It has 
been suggested that the 
best plan 
would be to burn these masses of de­ 
bris. but the friends of the dead are 
loud In the denunciation of the idea. 
So bitter is the feeling regarding this 
m atter that if It is attempted blood- 
shed will be t h . result.

Is abroad in (he 
Philippines, making some recoini>ense 
for tile ravages of war and doing what 
he can—-unicli probably—to create good 
feeling and prevent a recurrence of hos­ 
tilities, writes the Manila correspond­ 
ent of the New York Post lintier the 
date of May 18. 
Nearly everywhere lie 
Kites he Is welcomed, the impulsive 
Filipinos showing a great desire for 
•duration generally and acquirement of 
the English language particularly. Pro­ 
fessor 
Atkinson, 
superintendent 
of 
schools, after a tour of the provinces 
in southern Luzon, finds that he will 
need to double his order for it thousand 
English speaking teachers in order to 
meet the demands of tile people of the 
archipelago. Even Mindanao is to have 
Its English schools. 
English speaking 
teachers of the Mohammedan faith are 
to Is? brought from India. 
Nearly every pacified town in Luzon 
and In some of the other Islands has 
Its schools. The American soldiers have 
turned readily from fighting to teach­ 
ing. 
Many of them are as enthusiastic 
as teachers as they were as fighters. 
When the sword was sheathed, several 
of the officers turned their attention to 
tile preparation of suitable textbooks 
for the native schools. 
In Cebil two 
valuable contributions of this character 
have been made, one an English Span­ 
ish Visayan dictionary and the oilier a 
reader in the same languages. Captain 
John H. Goldman, governor of Satan 
province, says that there are schools 
in nearly every town under his Juris­ 
diction. 
H e has one E nglish teacher 
for each town, but needs more.

believes th a t in six months English will

throughout the province. 
Here In Manila a vacation normal 
school, attended by native teachers 
from many provinces In Luzon, has 
Just ended. It is pronounced a success 
both in point of attendance and In the 
Interest shown.

trate to the Filipino teachers the mod­ 
ern methods of education. 
W hat the 
Filipinos much need Is industrial edu­ 
cation. They are quick to learn, “ han­ 
dy" and as Imitative as the Japanese, 
and lf taught how to work In modern 
ways with Improved tools they would 
become formidable Industrial competi­ 
tors within such limitations as the cli­ 
mate enforces.

The aim was to Illus­ 
trate to the Filipino teachers the mod­ 
ern methods of education. 
Wbat the 
Filipinos much need la Industrial edu­ 
cation. They are quick to learn, “han­ 
dy** and as imitative as the Japanese, 
and If taught how to work In modern 
ways with Improved tools they would 
become formidable Industrial competi­ 
tors within such limitations ss the cli­ 
m ate enforces. There Is hope of the es­ 
tablishment In Manila of one or more 
Industrial schools through the efforts 
of the Red Cross association.

W riting from Durban, South Africa, 
the late II. 8. IMngree, ex-governor of 
Michigan, according to the Chicago In­ 
ter Ocean, thus describes his first ele­ 
phant bunt: 
There were four of us who went up 
from Fort Elizabeth to Cradock on 
business—-viz. Colonel Eli It. Sutton, 
VV alter Sutton, 4ds brother; Joe, my 
son, anil myself. 
On our way up we 
passed through the district inhabited 
by elephants. 
A farm er who lives 
about IO or lo miles from Addo, a 
railroad station located In the midst of 
*he elephant district, had persuaded 
us to stop over on our return for an 
elephant hunt. 
We were told by Mr. Willets, the 
farmer, that if we accepted the invita­ 
tion it would be necessary for us to 
find horses for our party, with the ex­ 
ception of two, which be had kept In 
hiding in charge of a Kaffir back in the 
mountains. 
One of these, which he 
said was the better one, he proposed 
that I should ride and that he would 
ride the other. He guaranteed th at the 
horse would keep me out of reach of 
the elephants, but before giving him 
a definite answer I told him I would 
make some Inquiries in Cradock about 
the horses, and if I found It was all 
he had described I would agree to stop 
a week with him lf necessary to shoot 
an elephant. 
I found out that what Mr. Willets 
said about the horse was true. Bo 
when we left Cradock at 8.30 o’clock 
In the forenoon Addo was our destina­ 
tion. W alter Sutton had written Mr. 
Willets that we would arrive either 
Tuesday or Wednesday, the second 
week in April, and for him to make an 
effort to secure three horses. W’e ar­ 
rived at Addo at 3 o’clock In the after­ 
noon. Mr. Willets was at the station 
to meet us. and he drove us out to his 
farm. W alter Sutton hatLprocured one 
elephant gun in Cradock, two Lee- 
Metfords and a Winchester sporting 
rifle. 
A Kaffir called as promptly at 5.30 
o’clock the next morning. Ile gave us 
coffee and told us the “bass” was 
ready. I drank my coffee, put on my 
old w hite shirt, without the collar and 
cuffs, and went out to see my horse. 
All right,” he said, “it is that bay 
over yonder.” In addition to my rifle 
carried Joe’s revolver, so that he 
could carry a kodak. The first day we 
traveled about 30 miles. We saw no 
elephants, but we did find some stale 
elephant 
tracks, 
which 
they 
call 
“HjK>or.” Willets made the Kaffirs we 
had with us lie dowrn early, telling 
them they would have to go ahead at 
m idnight 
We did not start in the morning until 
about 7 o'clock, when we followed up 
the trail the Kaffirs had taken, aud 
about ll o’clock we beard them blow­ 
ing their horns off to our left The 
Kaffirs pounded around in the bush all j type afloat 
the afternoon, keeping within a mile 
aud a half or two miles of us, while we 
kept In the open. We saw no ele­ 
phants. 
All next day we bunted until about 
4 o’clock In the afternoon without any 
better success, when one of the Kaffirs 
ran up and said that be had discovered 
fresh “spoor,” which he was certain 
had been made that day. I asked him 
how he knew they were fresh tracks. 
“No dew fall on them spoor, baas,” he 
said. The farm er told us to go on with 
our lunch, and be wmuld go on and In­ 
vestigate. 
After tieing absent about 
half an hour he returned and said that 
the Kaffir was right, th at the elephant 
could not be more than four or five 
miles away, aa the tracks were very 
fresh. 
We immediately broke camp, 
and the farm er told tbe Kaffirs to fol­ 
low up 
hon)* Just once when they caught a 
glimpse of tbe Elephants, as he would 
follow close behind them. 
Willets cautioned us not to let our 
hors#* get their heads down. “for,” said 
he, “a horse is njore afraid of elephants 
than Governor Pingree, and if they 
smell them they will be difficult to 
manage.” 
W# went down a long hill and up an­ 
other, and when we bad gained tbe 
summit th# Kaffir* stood pointing to­ 
ward a clamp of high bushes, and, 
sure enough, there stood one big ele­ 
phant. 
Farther on we could see sev­ 
eral more. 
Willets said there were 
only two more, bat I can take my oath 
there were half a dozen. 
It wa# th# 
biggest elephant I had ever seen any­ 
where. 
At that moment Jumbo teem­ 
ed Ilk# a calf elephant. 
I woald have 
given a good deal lf I could hav# been 
as cool a t that Dutchman. He told aa 
the wind wa* Just right and that the 
elephant was within range, so they all 
dismounted except me. I was going to 
dism ount but Joe said lf the elephant 
charged I could not get back o d tbe 
hors#, so I kept in th# saddle 
Willets said I could fire from tbe 
bors# all right and cautioned u t not to 
tire until h# gave th# word and then 
for all of a# to fir# together. I fell cer­ 
tain that I could hit the anim al for It 
was standing j* fectly still 
Ile eras 
only about so eighth of a mile away, 
I saw th# animal fall down on on# of 
hts knees, tf not both knees, which was 
better than a drink of whisky for mc. 
Th# Dutchman told us to keep firing, ■ 
and no squad of soldiers e»#r peaced 
forth such a volley aa we did. “lf th# 


elephant doesn't scream,” said the 
Dutchman, “the other elephants will 
turn away as boos* as they bear the fir­ 
ing, but if be screams they will be com­ 
ing to the rescue, and we shall have to 
clear.” 
After we had been firing for some 
time the elephant could not be seen 
anywhere, and Willets rode toward the 
place where he had stood. When he got 
to the place, he turned around in his sad­ 
dle and waved os to come on. We rode 
up just in time to see the last kick, and 
when the animal was dead we counted 
the boles In him, but there were so 
many I am ashamed to repeat It. There 
were bolos enough for all of us. 
When I told Willets how big the ele­ 
phant appeared to me, he said, “This 
Is not a large elephant; it is only two- 
thirds grown.” 
The farm er wanted us to follow up 
the others, but I told him I had seen 
enough of them; that all I wanted them 
to do was to keep out of sight. I want­ 
ed to bring back part of the trunk as a 
souvenir, but W alter Sutton said it 
would not keep. 
After we bad all sat 
down on the elephant we went back to 
where the Kaffirs were holding the 
horses arid had coffee.

Former Brainerd Boy 
Returns 


from the Empire After 


Three Years* Work. 


RECENT DIFFICULTIES RELATED. 


Diplomats Oxerlook Some Import­ 


ant 
Facts Anent the 


Boxer Movement. 


Rev. A. E. Andre, missionary to 
China for the Swedish Evangelical 
Mission Covenant of America, bet­ 
ter known in this city perhaps as 
Rev. A.E. Sjoberg. arrived in Brain­ 
erd last night to visit for a short 
time with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
A P. Sjoberg, well knbwn residents 
of this city. The name of this young 
missionary was changed when he 
went to China in compliance with an 
established Swedish custom for the 
children to take the surname from 
the father’s christian name. 
Mr. Andre arrived in San Fran­ 
cisco about the first of April and 
spent 
a 
month 
with 
friends 
in California, and later went to 
Chicago, where he spent a month. 
He isaled from China on February 
27, after a s ta y th ereo f two and a 
half years, excepting a three months’ 
residence in Japan last summer. 
Mr. Andre has traveled extensively 
and went from here to India in 1892 
as a missionary to Thibet. 
Regarding the recent difficulties 
in China where Mr. Andre was locat­ 
ed at Fan Cheng, be says: 
‘‘The first indication of any serious 
trouble we had was a telegram from 
Dr. Wilcox, the American council at 
Hankow on July 3, 1899, telling us j when all carne to the governor they 


ancient Chinese custom of wearing a 
full head of hair. 
This Boxer movement had as its 
original motive the expulsion of all 
aliens, 
Manchus 
included, 
from 
China, the regaining of alienated 
Chinese territory and ‘China for the 
Chinese.’ To begin with the govern­ 
ment stamped the movement as a 
rebellion, but found that it was an 
extensive organization and one with 
which they could hardly cope. 
The 
continuance of the dynasty was at 
stake. 
Pressed by the Boxers on 
the one hand and by the allied powers 
on the other they found themselves 
in a quandry what to do, so in order 
to try to prove to tile Chints - that 
their sympathies were with thens 
and not with the powers and thus 
to save themselves they changed 
tactics and proclaimed the Boxers 
to be government auxiliary troops 
aud brave patriots. 
The military 
commanders who heretofore bad a t­ 
tempted to suppress the movements 
were ordered to assist them. 
Prince 
Tuan, father of Pu Chun, the ten- 
year old 
boy 
was 
by 
imperial 
edict proclaimed heir apparent Jan. 
27,1900, in direct succession to Tung 
Chi, the late emperor, thus super­ 
ceding Kuang Hus, the present em­ 
peror, and thereby entirely blotting 
out from the pages of history his 
imperial career of twenty-eight years. 
In the latter part of June the im­ 
perial government issued to all offi­ 
cials an edict ordering every white 
man in the country to be beheaded, 
a fact which does not seem to have 
been given its due weight by our 
diplomats. 
This of course was what 
made it impossible to stay in the 
country, though the people of the 
fourteen provinces were friendly. 
Gov. Tuan was the first to carry 
out the edict, sending word to all 
missioners in his province for them 
to come to his yaman and he would 
protect them. 
Instead of protection 


that a large party 
of American 
citizens, missionaries and others, 
were coming over land from KaifoDg 
Fu in the north and were to embark 
at Fan Cheng on July 8 for Hankow* 
and advising us to join them if we 
found it unsafe where we were. 
We 
answered that our remaining there 
■4f was not dependent on local conditions 
but on the attitude of our government 
toward China and asked his advice. 
On July 4 we received his advice to 
come down at once, which we accord­ 
ingly did leaving Fan Cheng on July 
rn 
7 . 
It is a pretty general opinion that 
this boxer movement has been a 
national affair but there are really 
only four provinces out of the eigh­ 
teen that have been seriously effected 
by it. 
There was a great deal of 
excitement among the people al­ 
though they did not realize what was 
happening in the north. 
There were 
vague rumors of fighting between 
the Chinese and the allied troops. 
The Boxer organization or the I Ho 
4k Cbuan, which translated 
literally 
would be ‘righteous, peaceful fists,’ 
the real idea being ‘fists that tight 
for righteousness and peace,' is a 
secret society dating as far back as 
three bunn red years. This is not the 
first outbreak or rebellion, such hav­ 
ing occured time and again when 
they have had some special motive. 
That which seems to have agitated 
the minus of the people in eastern 
China which has been the seat of the 
trouble is that the government has 
been granting concessions of te rri­ 
tory to various European nations, 
giving the Chinese people the idea 
that the government was playing 
traitor to its trust and selling the 
country to alien nations, which sus­ 
picion has been strengthened by the 
fact that the Chinese people have 
practically no voice in government 
* affairs, the government consisting of 
Manchus. 
China was conquered by 
the Manchus about two hundred and 
seventy-seven years ago, when as a 
sign of subjection every male Chin­ 
ese was compelled on penalty of 
death to fhave a portion of his head 
and wear a que. 
This is a fact that 
is not generally known, but it will be 
remembered that during the Tamping 
rebellion some forty years ago which 
involved the whole of southern China, 
the rebels 
which was 


were beheaded, over forty in number, 
among them being nine Catholic 
priests aud nuns. 
The latest figures 
show that 178 missionaries, men, 
women and children and thirty-five 
thousand 
native 
christians 
were 
killed.”

FORCED TO 
LEAVE CHINA. 


Former Brainerd Boy Returns 
from the Empire After 
Three Years' Work. 


RECENT DIFFICILTIES RELATED. 


Diplomats Overlook Some Import* 
ant Facts Anent the 
Boxer Movement. 


Rev. A. E. Andre, missionary to 
H China for the Swedish Evangelical 
^ Mission Covenant of America, bet­ 
ter known in this city perhaps as 
Rev. A E. Sjoberg, arrived In Brain* 
erd last night to visit for a short 
time with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
A P. Sjoberg, well knbwn residents 
of this city. The name of this young 
missionary was changed when be 
went to China in compliance with an 
established Swedish custom for the 
children to take the surname from 
the father's Christian name. 
Mr. Andre arrived in San Fran­ 
cisco about the first of April and 
spent 
a 
month 
with 
friends 
in California, and later went to 
Chicago, where he spent a month. 
He ihaled from Qbina on February 
27, after a stay there of two and a 
half years, excepting a three months’ 
^ residence in Japan last summer 
Mr. Andre has traveled extensively 
and went from here to India in 1892 
as a missionary to Thibet. 
Regarding the recent difficulties 
In China where Mr. Andre was locat­ 
ed at Fan Cheng, be says: 
‘‘The first indication of any serious 
trouble we had was a telegram from 
t>r. Wilcox, the American council at 
Hankow on July 3, 1899, telling us 
that a large party of American 
citizens, missionaries and others, 
were coming over land from Kaifong 
Fu in the north and were to embark 
at Fan Cheng on July 8 for Hankow 
and advising us to join them if we 
found it unsafe where we were. 
We 
answered that our remaining there 
was not dependent on local conditions 
but on t he attitude of our government 
toward China and asked his advice. 
On July 4 we received tus advice to 
come dow n a? once, which we accord­ 
ingly did leaving Fan Cheng on July 
7. 
It Is a pretty general opinion that 
this boxer movement has been a 
national affair but there are really 
only four provinces out of the eigh­ 
teen that have been seriously effected 
by it. There was a great deal of 
excitement among the people al­ 
though they did not realize what was 
happening in the north. 
There were 
vague rumors of fighting between 
the Chinese and the allied troops. 
The Boxer organization or the I Ho 
Chuan, which translated 
literally 
would be. 'righteous, peaceful fists,’ 
the real idea being ‘fists that fight 
for righteousness and peace/ is a 
secret society dating as far back as 
Abree hundred years. This is not the 
first outbreak or rebellion, such hav­ 
ing ov.cured time and again when 
they have had some special motive. 
That which seems to have agitated 
the minds of the people in eastern 
China which has been the seat of the 
trouble is that the government has 
been granting concessions of terri­ 
tory to various European nations, 
giving the Chinese people the idea 
that the government was playing 
traitor to its trust and selling the 
country to alien nations, which sus­ 
picion has been strengthened by the 
fact that the Chinese people have 
practically no voice in goverment 
m affairs, the government consisting of 
Manchus. 
China was conquered by 
the Manchas about two hundred and 
seventy-seven jeers ago, when as a 
sign of subjection every male Chin­ 
ese was oompeUed on penalty of 
death to shave a portion of his bead 
and wear a que. This is a fact that 
b not generally known, but it will be 
remembered that daring the Tai ping 
rebellion some forty years ago which 
involved the whole of southern China, 
the rebels did away with the que 
which was in itself naturally a sign 
of rebellion and went beck to the 


— 
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of wearing 
ancient Chinese cusi 
full bead of hair. 
This Boxer movement had as its 
original motive the expulsion of all 
aliens, 
Manchus 
included, 
from 
China, the regaining of alienated 
Chinese territory and ‘China for the 
Chinese. ’ To begin with the govern­ 
ment stamped the movement asa 
rebellion, but found that it was ao 
extensive organization and one with 
which they could hardly cope. 
The 
continuance of the dynasty was at 
stake. 
Pressed by the Boxers on 
the one band and by the allied powers 
on the other they found themselves 
in a qu&ndry what to do, so in order 
to try to prove to the Chinese that 
their sympathies were with them 
and not with the powers and thus 
to save themselves they changed 
tactics and proclaimed the Boxers 
to be government auxiliary troops 
and brave patriots. 
The military 
commanders who heretofore bad a t­ 
tempted to suppress the movements 
were ordered to assist them. Prince 
Tuan, father of Pu Chun, the ten- 
year old 
boy 
was 
by 
imperial 
edict proclaimed heir apparent Jan. 
27,1900, indirect succession to Tung 
Chi, the late emperor, thus super- 
ceding Kuang Hus, the present em­ 
peror, and thereby entirely blotting 
out from the pages of history his 
imperial career of twenty-eight years. 
In the latter part of June the im­ 
perial government issued to all offi­ 
cials an edict ordering every white 
man in the country to be beheaded, 
a fact which does not seem to have 
been given its due weight by our 
diplomats. 
This of course was what 
made it impossible to stay in the 
country, though the people of the 
fourteen provinces were friendly. 
Gov. Tuan was the first to carry 
out the edict, sending word to alt 
inissloners in tis province for them 
to come to bis yaman and he would 
protect them. 
Instead of protection 
when all came to the governor they 
were beheaded, over forty in number, 
among them being nine Catholic 
priests and nuns. 
The latest figures 
show that 178 missionaries, men, 
women and children and thirty-five 
thousand 
native Christians 
were 
killed.*’
